j "With thousands of women 
everywhere realizing the irony of 
fighting for the future without 
training the youth who are that 
future, more and more are en. 
listing in the Girl Scout organi¬ 
zation as troop leaders,” Miss 
Northberg said. "The slogan for 
the Girl Scouts this year is 'A 
Million or More by Forty.four 
To achieve that goal, almost 
400 000 girls, many of whom are 
already on waiting lists, the serv¬ 
ices of almost 20,000 women are 
needed. At present there are 
more than 600,000 Girl Scouts, 
witli 140.000 adults working with 
the program. America's Girl 
Scouts can expand their services 
to the country, under adequate 
leadership." 

According to Miss Northberg 
who is field advisor on the 
national staff of Girl Scouting 
in this region, the Girl Scouts 
began to organize for coordin. 
ated and extended community ser. 
vice early in 1940 when they 
set up Service Bureaus. The 
Bureaus .ire clearing houses 
where the girls register for vol¬ 
unteer work and where comm, 
unity agencies may apply for the 
services of Girl Scout volunteers 

In the first year of the ser¬ 
vice bureau work it is estimated 
that the Girl Scouts gave thou, 
sands of hours of volunteer ser- 
vice to the Red Cro.ss. relief 
agencies, hospitals, clinics and 
welfare groups As the war pro¬ 
gresses they are planning to in. 
crease their service activities 

Because of the clamor by high 
school girls for an opportunity 
to aid their country, the new 
Senior Service program was or. 
ganized to provide training for 
advanced first aid work, mes- 
.senger service, setting up enter, 
gency communications and the 
care of younger children. The 
Senior Service program was 
launched in October. 1941, an.i 
was well under way when war 
became a reality The Wing 
Scout program of basic aviation 
tr.iining was created. tiKi. for 
the teen age Scouts. 

In addition to the work which 
Girl Scouts themselves are doing 
for their country, the organiza¬ 
tion has 140,000 adult members 
already trained for leadership 
The nation-wide training pro¬ 
gram has been geared to war 
needs with special courses which 
point up the methods .and needs 
of youth leadership in emergen, 
cies. 

Miss Northberg doscrilx'd the 
courses, which she said are open 
to women not enrolled in Girl 
Scouting as well as to the or¬ 
ganization’s volunteer workers, 
as "Training Girls for Needs To¬ 
day," a course in loading groups 
of girls in activities useful in 
wartime: and "community needs" 
an analysis of local conditions 
and how to adapt Girl Scout pro. 
grams to them.

As we came to know 
also the big old motherly Dove who now kept on coming 
when so many of her own kind had gone. 

U NTIL THESE two, Blackbird and Dove, became like 
characters in a play, and the play an allegory of the 
stupendous Mystery the Nations were now putting on \nth 
tke planet for a stage. A Play in Two Acts. Act I: The 
World at War. Act II: The World to Come. With all 
those small birds—linnets, sparrows, and so forth, ser¬ 
ving as people both on the stage and otf. And this play 
all their own, as it was in Medieval Times, long before 
Shakespeare, when the people were always presenting 
their own plays, always with a Moral, always on the an¬ 
cient theme of Good and Evil. Such was this play. Dame 
Dove was GOOD; Master Blackbird, none other than OLD 
NICK HIMSELF. 

W HEREFORE, why shouldn’t these people show their 
contempt for him even in the hours ol his brutal tri¬ 
umph’.^ They knew that salvation in the person of GOOD 
was near. It was. And this led up to the Second Act. 
the allegory of The World to Come. When ths^ l)ig old 
motherly dove herself came down to the teeding table. 
Day after day—some days Irom hour to hour—we’d see 
the “Miracle” put on. First that Axis Blackbird, his sav¬ 
age and tyrannical invasion. Then, the advent ol the 
United Nations Dove. He’d stare at her, the black specter 
with basilisk eyes; he'd strut and menace. The Dove 
wouldn’t waver.

How about that last bite of 
entree on the dinner plate? The 
rest of that good hot bi.scult ?

Well—don’t take more than you’ll 
eat in the first place, and if the 
restaurant serves you more than

And Mr. Small Borrower 
will aee no reason for paying more 
for anything, these days, than is 
essential!

pression years. 

In those difficult times, a very 
big proportion of Negp’oes were 
grasping at straws, ready and 
ripe, it seemed, for any proposu 
tion which might offer them a 
measure of security. ’Those 
same Negroes today are serving 
with more or less distinction in 
the armed forces and in war in¬ 
dustries, as are many whites who 
too, were grasping at straws in 
the depression decade which end. 
ed the peace. 

War’s grim reincarnation pro- 
ce.sses has made them Americans, 
for better or for worse. Oener. 
ally the Negro soldier, standing 
proudly in his uniform, or the 
helmeted Negro war worker, 
wants pretty much the same 
things as the white man beside 
him -a job to do and reasonable 
security.
